STATE HOUSE, Boston, June 8.—In' 


jin effort to prevent unnecessary waste 
of paper. Secretary of State Albert P. 


is sending today to each city 


and town clerk in the state a circular 
letter, calling his attention to the pro- 
visions of law rotative to the "destruc- 
tion" of ballots printed for use at elec- 
tions ill this state. While no specific 
recommendation or suggestion is made 
in the letter, the secretary's purpose 
in sendlrT it is to call to the- attention 
of each clerk the fact that the law 
does not require the burning of ballots, 
either used or unused. 


The law governing the disposition 


of ballots is found in chapter 835 of 
the acts of 1913, at section 306. as fol- 
lows:— 


"City and town clerks, in Boston the 


election commissioners, shall retain in 
their custody the envelope containing 
the ballots cast, without 
examining 


them or permitting them to be exam-

COMMITTEE IS IXVESTIOATIXH— 
TUB RECOMJIEXDATIOXS 


The committee on waterways ha 


submitted a report of its investiga- 
tion with many recommendations, not 
only for the greater protection of child 
life In Lowell, but also for the beauti- 
fication of river and canal banks and 
subjects for conferences. The report 
covers 16 pages of typewritten mat- 
ter and shows that a vast amount of 
research has been necessary to 
ac- 


quire the 
information 
obtained. 


There are six and one-half miles of 


canals and 16 1-2 miles of rivers and 
brooks In Lowell. 


The commission has made several 


journeys along the entire line of wa- 
ler courses by auto and walking over 
the entire distance at other times. 


It is expected that at the next meet- 


ing of the municipal council 2 vote 
will be passed requiring the owners of 
property along the waterways to make 
ihe same safe by building a suitable 
fence in spots adjudged dangerous by 
the commission. 


The statute requires that any prop- 


erty along the waterways adjudged by 
authorities dangerous shall be made 
safe by a proper fence. It Is therefore 
within the jurisdiction of public of- 
ficials to determine what constitutes a 
proper fence. 


It will now devolve upon the water- 


ways commission to see that their rec- 
ommendations and suggestions are car- 
ried out as far as possible.

PENSE 


PARIS. June S.—Tho fate of Fort 


Vaux. upon which the efforts of 
tho 


Germans have been centered for three 
days, remains in suspense, according 
to the latest reports received by the 
French war office. Its loss would be 
regretted by France on account of the 
moral effect and for the sake of tho 
garrison which struggled so gallantly 
amid its shell-swept ruins, but. mili- 
tary crilics assert that its possession 
would bo of little benefit to th« enemy.

STATE HOUSE, Boston, June 8—In 


in effort to prevent unnecessary waste 
of paper. Secretary of State Albert P. 
Langtry is sending today to each city 
and town clerk in the state a circular 
letter, calling his attention to the pro- 
visions of law relative to the "destruc- 
tion" of ballots printed for use at elec- 
tions In this state. While no -specific 
recommendation or suggestion is made 
In the letter, the secretary's purpose 
In sendirr it is to call to the attention 
of each clerk the fact that the law 
does not require the burning of ballots, 
either used or unused. 


The law governing (he disposition 


of ballots is found in chapter 835 of 
the acts of 1913, at section 306, as fol- 
lows:— 


"City and town clerks, in Boston the 


election commissioners, shall retain in 
their custody the envelope containing 
the ballots cast, without 
examining 


them or permitting them 16 be exam-

There are six and one-half miles of 


canals and 16 1-2 miles of rivers and 
brooks in Lowell. 


The commission has made several 


journeys along the entire line of wa- 
ter courses by auto and walking over 
the entire distance at other times. 


It is expected that at the next meet- 


ng 01 the municipal council a vote 
will be passed requiring the owners of 
property along the waterways to make 
the same safe by building a suitable 
fence In spots adjudged dangerous by 
the commission. 


The statute requires that any prop- 


erty along the waterways adjudged by 
authorities dangerous shall be made 
safe by a propc-r fence. It is therefore 
v/Ithfn the jurisdiction of 
public _ o f - 


ficlals to determine what constitutes a 
proper fence. 


It will now devolve upon the water- 


ways commission to see that their rec- 
ommendations and suggestions are car- 
ried out as far as possible.
